Rescue workers 
aid young boy

A young boy, Ryan Kcsslcr, 6, of Antioch was Injured Saturday on 
Channel l,ake after he fell out of a boat and had his legs cut by the 
engine's prop. According to Children's Memorial Hospital officials in 
Milwaukee, Kcsslcr remains in fair condition. 

"When the rescue squad arrived at the scene," said Brian Krull, 
spokesperson for the Antioch Volunteer Rescue Squtfd, "Ryan was In 
his dad's arms, alert and conscious. There was significant bleeding 
with deep lacerations." 

Krull said Don Burnett of the Antioch Rescue Squad was the first 
medic on the scene. Burnett had help from Brian Mlzcnger, an EMT 
from the Antioch Fire Department. The two arranged for a landing 
zone for the Flight for Ufc hclkopicr at W.C. Petty School while 
attending to the patienfs care. 

They really worked very hard," said Krull. Kcsslcr was flown from 
Petty to Children's Memorial Hospital in Milwaukee. 

Krull said Kcsslcr had surgery on his legs late Saturday and he was 
told the child had no bone damage although there may be some nerve 
damage. "But, I hope not," added Krull. 

Both Burnett and Mlzcnger were able to stabilize Kcssie%bcfore 
the child was flown to Milwaukee. It is believed the cold water helped 
to stem some of the bleeding. They had good sensory and motor 
function In both legs before Ryan was transported,* said K?ull. 

At press time, the Kessler family had not yet been reached for 
comment. Ryan is a student at Oakland School.

Police arrest three in gang fight

Self proclaimed members of a 
street gang were arrested last 
week after a hrawf at McDonald's 
Restaurant The three were 
diarged with mob action, aggra- 
vated battery, and battery. 

. "We arc aggressively attempt- 
ing to deter this type of activity in 
our town,* said Lieutenant 
G3 t*rica Walk In*. "Wo ore lalln^ 
this very seriously." 

James W. Oswalt, 20, of 
Mundclcin. Mark T. Dungan. 17, 
of Mundclcin and Byron K. tones, 
IB, of Waukcgan were all cliargfd 
In the incident which took place 
May 1. According to witnesses, 
four to five subjects entered the 
restaurant shouting threatening 
gung slogans. 

Jones then allegedly 
approached a young woman and 
punched her in the face and 
shoulder. A young man in the 
restaurant was also struck by an 



unknown assailant. 

While all of this was going on, 
the other suspected gang mem- 
bers were reportedly flashing 
gang signs and yelling slogans. 
7hc group then fled in a "black 
low-rider plck-up truck-' . 

Police found the truck parked 
In an Antioch driveway. The 
owner of the home told police 
she did not give permission to 
pack It there, And the truck was 
towed away. 

Later In the evening, police 
observed subjects matching the 
description of two of the men 
and took them In for question- 
ing. Witnesses were able to 
Identify Oswalt and Dungan, 



who were arrested and charged. 

Jones later turned himself 
in. According to police, all 
admitted involvement in the 
incident 

The three men were trans- 
ported to bond court where 
bond for Oswalt and Jones was 
set at $25,000 and $20,000 for 
Dungan. 

The next day, May 2, anoth- 
er member of the gang alleged- 
ly threatened to kill the female 
victim for having hi* fellow 
gang members arrested. 
Robert S. Keys, 23, of 
Waukcgan, was arrested for 
disorderly conduct and 
released on bond. 
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Antioch Upper Grade is 
preparing to integrate the Middle 
School concept Lito the curricu- 
lum.

A social studies teacher may 
have students develop a historical 
timeline on famous scientists, or a 
language arts teacher may have 
students write a paper on famous 
scientists. 

In this format, teachers have 
more planning time, and to com- 
municate with parents. Time is set 
aside cadi day for teachers to 
coordinate assignments, discuss 
students progress and communi- 



cate with parents. 

Also involved is an advisory 
program, a non -graded class 
which meets daily. Its focus is to 
assist peer relations, study skills 
and help teens deal with emotion- 
al issues. 

Another unique feature is the 
scheduling. The block scheduling 
allows for special presentations 
or programs while not interfering 
with the normal course work. It is 
time set aside for special activi- 
ties. 

District M school board is con- 
sidering implementing the pro- 
gram. The Middle School Concept 
is becoming more prevalent In 
many school districts. 

It differs from the traditional 
form of education by integrating 
units and having teachers coordi- 
nate curriculum rather than focus- 
ing on Just one area of study.

The Alliance for Better 
Government b also getting into 
the act. "Will legislators approve 
additional gambling because it 
makes Illinois a better place to 
live and raise our families?" asks 
Roy Sackschcwsky, chairman of 
the Alliance. The legislature 
should halt the expansion of 
gambling and move forward with 
Senate Bill 481 that would allow

Saint Therese Medical Center 
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Kenosha solves mystery murder

The Kenosha County Sheriffs 
Department announced the 
names of the previously unidenti- 
fied murder victim as well as the 
alleged killer, wrapping up montlts 
of investigative work. Detectives 
have been working since Oct 24 to 
team the Identity of an unknown 
white male who had I wen stal)hed 
and set on fire. The body was 
found In a wtuvJid area north of 
the St Benedict Abbey, 

The victim. Gary J. Grizzcli, 32, 
was identified on April l!> try his 
sister and other family members 
after detectives had shown them 
pictures and sketches, 

"We simply do not understand 
man's Inhumanity to man," said 
Reverend James Kennedy of the 
United Church of Christ in Genoa 
Gty during a funeral ceremony for 
Grizzcli before his Identity was 
known. However, after obtaining 
a confession from David G. Golik, 
21, of Antiodi Manor Apartments, 
police now believe they under- 
stand the circumstances of 
Grizzcll's death. 

During an interview with 
Grizzcll's family, detectives 
learned Joann Ilungncss told 
Gollk, her brother, and David 
Hungncss, her husband, Grizzcli 
had sexually molested her 15 years 
ago, GrtzzdJ was Joann I limgncss* 



uncle. The young woman told the 
men she had begun to have night- 
mares about the assault 

Gollk told police he had invited 
Grizzcli to his apartment in 
Antiodi. After drinking several 
beers, dicy took a case of beer to 
an area near the St Benedict's 
Abbey. After they consumed the 
beer Gollk told police he then 
sprayed Grizzcli with pepper spray 
and stabi>cd him repeatedly in the 
back. 

According to the confession, 
Golik returned to his apartment 
cleaned up, and went with David 
I lungness to fill two cans of gaso- 
line. Both returned to die murder 
site; and Golik admitted to pouring 
gasoline on the body and igniting 
it 1 lungness told police he did not 
watch Golik light the fire, but he 
admitted to observing the flames. 

"Ilie Kenosha County Sheriffs 
Department, the Lake County 
Sheriffs Department and the 
Antiodi Police Department 
worked together on the case. 
Antiodi became involved because 
initially, it was unknown where the 
murder had taken place. 

"There was a question of where 
it took place," said Antioch's 
lieutenant diaries Walklns. "We 
sent an Investigator along with the 
I-ake County and Kenosha County 
Sheriffs.

Hungncss, of Munddcln, was 
arrested along with Golik and has 
been charged with concealment of 
a homicide. It is not known If 
other family members had knowl- 
edge of the murder. "We can't 
prove the family knew the details," 
said Zarletti.

llamsher and the board of trustees are 
also receptive to obtaining a licensee for 
their community. 

Hut House Majority Leader Robert 
Churchill (R-Lakc Villa) said the success of 
Ryan's plans depends on a mayor from 
another Lake Michigan community- 
Chicago's Richard M. Daley. 

"I had originally said that I thought 
rivcrboat gambling would be driven by the 
Mayor of the City of Chicago," Churchill 
said. "Right now, he is hiding. There arc 
not enough Republican votes to pass it."

The night before Ron Hill reported to the army for active duty, he 
slept with a baby sister cradled in each arm. Chrissie was only 5 years 

old then, lodl was 7. 

Family was deeply Important to Hill and being drafted for the 
Infantry in June of 1968 meant there was no guarantee he would ever 
sec them again. Using a son was a parent's worst nightmare, but it had 
become a far too common reality in the bloody Vietnam conflict which 
would continue yet another seven years, taking thousands more young 

American lives. 

The Hill family had already received one serious blow. When Ron 
was a senior at Mundclcln High School two years earlier, ho had been 
in a serious car accident and suffered from permanent back Injuries. 
The family doctor said there was no way he would be accepted into the 
service with his ailment Everyone was mortified when the army physi- 
cian ripped up Ron's X-ray's right in front of him. 

When Ron completed basic training and was scheduled to go over- 
seas he came back to his parents' home in Grayslake for a December 
send-off party. Attendees felt half the town must have been at the lake- 
side nartY along Rte. 120. 

Though Hill did not want to be in Vietnam, he knew he had to stay 
and he decided to make the best of it. which his letters back home

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Women's Residential Services to move to new site

News about a new juvenile justice cen- 
ter was encouraging to those who work 
and live at the residential program for 
women who arc chemically dependent. 

The county set in motion plans to pur- 
chase the IS. a -acre Lutheran General 
Recovery Center just outside of Vernon 
Hills as a new facility to house a 48 -bed 
juvenile detention center. 

The new facility also provides 16 beds 
for women and 14 beds for children as part 
of the Lake County Health Department's 
Women's Residential Services program 
The program has been temporarily located 
at Winchester House in Ijbcrtyvillc. 

"We arc extremely excited about this 
facility," said Health Department Director 
Dale Galassic. "The design of this facility is 
wonderful. It's warm; it's friendly; it's 
safe." 

He said the secluded, wooded atmos- 
phere of the new facility makes for an ideal 
location to rehabilitate women with 
chemical dependency problems. 

lake County's Women's Residential 
Services has served as a model program in 
the state in treating women who arc sub- 
stance abusers and who have children. 
Women and children reside In the pro- 
gram for three to six months as mothers 
try to break their substance abuse addic- 
tion. 

Since the program started in I9H6, 



more than 330 children and more than 500 
women have successfully completed the 
program. 

"Winchester House has been a won- 
derful landlord, but that location has 
always been considered to be temporary," 
Galassic said. "The more residential set- 
ting for this program is ideal, offering out- 
door space for children, and community 
rooms for educational purposes." 

He also added that the Health 
Department had already begun planning 
to build a permanent structure for the pro- 
gram. The new facility in Vernon Hills will 
no longer make a new building necessary, 
saving the County approximately $2 mil- 
lion. 

County Commissioner Audrey Nixon 
(D-North Chicago) praised the dual pur- 
pose of the new facility for providing both 
women's services and juvenile justice 
needs. 

These kids need help now," Nixon 
said. 

She recalled the success story of one 
woman who graduated from the program 
The woman abused drugs and had six kids, 
but thanks to the program, she is nowdnig- 
frcc and Is seeking her bachelor's degree. 

Programs like the Health Department's 
Women's Residential Services program 
helps prevent crime through rehabilita- 
tion methods just as much as a juvenile 
detention facility aims to deter and punish 
crime, Nixon said.

having to build a new one. 

"Wc knew wc could afford the 
building, but wc also knew we could- 
n't afford the staff," Depke said of 
the county's predicament after the 
referendum failed. 

"The price is right, and the facili- 
ty Is magnificent," said County 
Commissioner Robert Buhal (D- 
Hlghland Park). 

The existing buildings cover 
51 ,ooo square feet, but Lake County 
Facility Manager Jim Janda said the 
County would have to add between 
14,000 to 16,000 square feet to satisfy 
all federal and state guidelines. He 
said the facility would meet the 
county's desires for a maximum 
security detention center as well as 
meet other counseling and program- 
ming requirements county officials 
requested. 

Chief Judge Stephen Walter noted 
that circuit judges were "ecstatic" 
with the new facility for its central- 
ized location, state-of-the-art-facility 
and space for other services. He also 
said, "Absolutely, our priority is 



security for the community as a 
whole." 

Common fears at the current 
Hulsc Center have been security 
threats when belligerent juveniles 
come In contact with staff. 

Louise Loud, department admin- 
istrator of juvenile services, toured 
the site and affirmed Judge Walter's 
comments about security. 

There is safety, control and 
security hot just for the juveniles 
there but for the staff that works 
there as well as the community at 
large," Loud said. 

Furthermore, the shortage of 
space at the Hulsc Center has forced 
the county to transport juveniles tc 
other counties or other slates, which 
has become a costly measure. With 
the new facility, other counties con 
pay for Lake County's services. 

"Often times, there Is no space 
available In the State of Illinois," 
Walter said. "Believe me there is a 
market out there." 

County officials will have the 
next 60 days to inspect and tour the 
site.

reflected. He certainly did that, earning sev- 
eral bronze and silver stars along with two 
purple hearts in five montlis. I Ic was with 
Company A of the 25th Infantry Division, a 
unit that had a reputation for getting itself 
into continual scrapes with the other side. 
On Feb. IB, 1969, a wounded Hon Hill 
dragged himself dose enough to an enemy 
hunker to destroy it with hand grenades. 

Regardless of their bravery, men on the 
front line were still otherwise known as 
"cannon fodder." If 1 1 ill had any real chance 
of seeing his family sguin, he knew he must 
get off the front Fate seemed to smile on 
him when he met up with a young 
Tennessee kid named tannic Barrett, an 
armored personnel carrier (AI'Q driver. 

Being housed in an APC was not only 
safer, but driving one would also place Hill 
far away from the front line. After Barrett 
taught him how to drive the hulking 
machine, Hill knew he had his ticket out. 
Ills chances for seeing his family again had 
Improved dramatically, but fate had a differ- 
ent plan for Spec 4 Ron Hill. 

Vietnam was a world where a small, 
Innocent-looking boy on a bicydc could 
blow you in half with a grenade hidden in 
his shirt, a world where a rcconnoitcr 
through a rice paddy could bring you face to 
face with a submerged mine, a world where 
one wrong step could literally be your last. 

It was with this In mind the men on an 
Al'C never left die vdildc while on the road. 
The Vict Cong had littered die roadways 
with buried land mines, designed to kill 
friend or foe instantly. Bathroom duties 
were even carried out while standing atop 
the APC Hill must have felt secure while 
driving near the Cambodian border on May 
1, 1969. He left the APC, hopping out of his 
scat and landing directly on a laud mine. I Ic 
had time to receive his last rites, then he 
died. Barrett was stunned. 

"Someone came up to mc and said 'hey, 
your buddy got killed.' I didn't know what to 
say," he recalled. There was certainly no 
time to mourn in Vietnam, only time to 
shoot and dodge bullets. Two years ago, the 
Bristol, Tcnn. resident began a search for 
Hill's family, to let them know what their son 
and brother had mesint to him In that world 
of such uncertainty. 

More than two weeks after an April 14 
artidc ran in Lakeland Newspapers, 
Barrett's search ended. After being contact- 
ed tlirough a string of three people, Donna 
Hill, a current Round lake Park resident 
who was 16-years-old at die time of her 



brother's death, called the newspaper on 
May 1 , 26 years to the day after she lost her 
brother. Her tearful remembrance is of a 
young man full of life and of a family devas- 
tated by his loss.

Seven years later, Don Hill suffered a 
massive heart attack. He recovered, but 
knew his health was In jeopardy, He was 
philosophical about his ill health, saying if 
tic was to die, at least he would be with his 
son again. In August of 1976, two weeks 
before his 51st birthday, a second heart 
attack took his life. 

Donna especially remembers her broth- 
er fondly because, In Ids eyes, she could do 
no wrong. Stic said Ron was extremely 
proud of oil his sisters. For Donna's lGth 
birthday, Bon bought her a 1967 Ford 
Fairianc convertible, a coveted car at the 
time. She also rcmcmljcrs Bon as good 
looking and very popular. 

The Hill family moved a lot before end- 
ing up In Grayslakc. Many years were spent 
In Phoenix before Ron attended his first 
three high sdiooi years In the Ijos Angeles 
area In Alhambra Donna remembered Ron 
dated countless girts during that time and 
they were all beautiful. One Alhambra girl In 
particular was very tall and slim as well as 
beautiful. 1 le was stunned when he saw her 
picture several years later, adorning the 
front cover of the Scars Catalog. Her 
name — Cheryl Ticgs — was listed by her 
photo, 

When die family moved to Mundclcin In 
1965, Bon was upset that enough of his 
credits did not transfer to allow him to play 
football. He appears as a senior in die 1966 
yearbook but did not complete his credits 



until he went back during the 1967-68 
school year. 

I tc was engaged to a girl named lil, from 
lake Villa, when he was drafted. He didn't 
fed it was right to make her just sit and wait 
while he was on the other side of the world, 
so they part «i ways before his death. 

Today, Uu> two sUterv Ron I till cradled in 
his arms 27 years ago live near Vcro Reach. 
Ha Their mother, Ann, also lives In that 
area When Chris and Jodi heard of Barrett's 
search for them, they called him that 
evening its soon as he got home, 

"Chris said as soon as she heard his voice 
she !>egan to cry," Donna said. They were 
waiting to tdl their mother about Barrett 
until they could see her face to face. 

Barrett Is relieved his search Is finally 
over. He intends to visit the Hills in Florida 
In July. 

"This is filling in the gaps of all those 
years. It's brought tiack a lot of memories," 
he said. Since Barrett spent more time with 
Ron I till than his family did during the last 
three months of his life, it is probably filling 
in some of the gaps for (hem as well. 

"He exuded confidence. That helped mc 
and I suppose I helped him.

Perhaps now Hon Hill can come to his 
sister once more In a dream, only this time 
full of life like the brother site rcmemlxrrs.

Crossing crash raises 
doubts about DUI law

If Rill Itischoff lias any con- 
science at all, he's probably suf- 
fering bad dreams about a rail- 
road crossing crash on a rainy 
night that left a young woman 
pinned in her wrecked car on the 
tracks — with a speeding freight 
train approaching. 

Blschoff is lucky that the driver, 
Ibc wife of a lake County correc- 
tions officer, had presence of 
mind to put her badly damaged 
vehicle into gear, drive the car 
through the opposite gate and 
crawl out of the window on the 
passenger's side to safety just 
moments before the train sped by. 
Amy Mctaxa was on her way 
home from ceramics class in 
Antlocb when her car was rcar- 
ended at the Rtc. B3 crossing of 
the Wisconsin Central with such 
force that her car stalled on the 
tracks. The college student who 
will graduate Sunday from the 
University of Wisconsin- Parksldc 
later told police of her frantic 
efforts to open the jammed dri- 
ver's door. "All 1 could sec was 
that awful revolving light on the 
train coming closer and doscr," 
she related. 

Involving Rise huff in the young 



woman's narrow escape was 
easy. The force of the impact left 
a license plate embedded in the 
wreckage of the Mctaxa car that 
was traced quickly to Itisdioff. 

By the time investigating offi- 
cers made contact with Hlschoff, 
he was at his parents* home, with 
the vehicle parked in the garage. 
Hiuchoff readily acknowledged 
ownership of the vehicle, but told 
police that someone else was dri- 
ving. Therein began a talc of 
changing stories and conflicting 
evidence that undermines Illinois 
drunk driving statutes. 

Giving police a rambling, con- 
fusing account of his activities 
that delayed the investigation, 
Blschoff finally admitted being 
the driver of the vehicle that 
crashed Into the young woman's 
car when officers pointed out air 
bag residue on bis clothing. 

Considerable time elapsed from 
the crash to Blschoffs later 
admission to driving and having 
drinks. Blschnff, 33, freely admit- 
ted to drinking, police reported, 
while holding to his story that 
someone else was driving his 
vehicle. Antioch Police Chief 
Chuck Miller said there was 
Insufficient evidence to establish 
whether drinking was Involved 




because of the confusing 
accounts and the time lapse. 

Finally putting together what 
they believe to be a coherent 
account, Antioch police filed 
charges of disorderly conduct, 
leaving the scene of a personal 
injury accident and failure to 
reduce speed to avoid an acci- 
dent. Altogether, pretty tame 
stuff considered that one human 
being's life was put in jeopardy in 
a case where drinking and driving 
were intermingled. 

Amy's husband feels investigat- 
ing officers handled the case 
properly. Her parents remain 
mystified how freely admitted 
drinking in their daughter's nar- 
row escape with death could go 
unaccounted for in the charges 
against Blschoff. 

Everyone who has become 
acquainted with Amy's brush 
with death Is asking the same 
question: Is there n loop-hole In 
the Illinois DUI law?

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Rte. 53 foes guilty of gross selfishness

I find the tone, attitude and tactics of antl-Rtc. 
53cr's extremely irritating. Yes, the need Tor new 
urban and suburban highways is open to debate. 
Hut I sense little in the unli-53 arguments that 
address the underlying issues creating the apparent 
need for more highways. 

The type of arguments posed by lx>ng Grove and 
Hawthorne Woods arc so wom out they've l>ccn 
given names such as "|)rawbridgc Syndrome" and 
"NIMBY" (not in my backyard). Their only true 
opposition is that they don't want u major road to 
run through their little piece of paradise. The orga- 
nized opposition to Highway 53 from Harrington, 
ljbcrtyvillc and Lake Forest appears to be minimal. 

I low can I take seriously arguments that 1 1 wy. 53 
will bring on "flooding, uncontrolled growth, higher 
taxes, crowded schools, increased congestion and 
(poor) air and water quality." These problems have 
all grown steadily worse without 11 wy. 53, and all 
will continue whether or not we build another high- 
way. 

Uss obvious Is the subtle hypocrisy of any envi- 
ronmental arguments emanating from low density 
suburban enclaves. The Ling Groves of the world 
represent the epitome of our consuming society, an 
epitome supported by myriad of environmentally 
unsound activities they vow to fight to keep as far 
from their borders as possible. As handsome, pleas- 
ant and desirable as Long Grove's low density 
neighborhoods arc, they also represent abysmally 
wasteful land use from any environmental analysis. 
The verdant expanses of lawns, gardens and golf 
courses ore supported by some of the heaviest and 
most unnecessary usage of toxic chemicals any- 
where on our planet These verdant expanses arc in 
reality more closely related to toxic waste sites than 
to the pristine environments they would aspire to 
be. 

Years ago I heard all die arguments that more 
roads will bring development and oil the accompa- 



nying evils, and the rouds were not built. But the 
development came anyway, And not just develop- 
ment; virtually uncontrolled and unplanned devel- 
opment, the kind of cvcrybody-grab-a-llttlc-wltflc- 
you-can development you get If you pretend that 
development won't happen If you try to wish It 
away. 

Development happens when the needs and 
desires of families, businesses and industries meet 
the profit motive of developers. Development is 
change, and change Is inevitable. What needed not 
to be inevitable was the willy- niily, uncontrolled, 
poorly planned development that resulted from our 
refusal to address development on a regional basis. 

Toronto and Portland arc both examples of the 
advantages of regionally planned development. 
Perfect— no, but urban blight and suburban sprawl 
have both bee n minimized. Kuropc also offers many 
examples where the line between city and country is 
dearly delineated and suburban sprawl Is mini- 
mized. 

As for Hwy. 53, maybe it's too late. Uncontrolled 
development has already created the need. Let Long 
Grove stick their heads hack in the sand (wetlands?). 
If Long Grove wants to fight the need for more high- 
ways as hard as they want to fight the presence of 
another highway, let me offer a few ideas: 

1. Park your cars. Don't drive. Take the bus or 
carpool. I propose wc make it a criminal offense to 
engage in public opposition to Hwy. 53 if anyone in 
your household commutes to work alone. Less cars 
on the road means less need for roads. 

2. Give up the vast open spaces in Long Grove to 
build affordable housing. The hordes of working 
stiffs flocking to North Like County for decent, 
affordable housing would mostly prefer to live In 
Ling Grove anyway. The commute is shorter and 
the schools are tatter. 

3. Publicly tar and feather or similarly publicly 
humiliate any Ling Grove resident whose hard*

Paralysis, loss of speech and 
loss or memory arc among the 
disabling outcomes of brain 
attack, commonly known as 
stroke.

In order to receive immediate 
treatment, people must he able to 
recognize the warning signs of 
stroke."

•Sudden weakness or numb* 
ness of the face, arm or leg, local- 
ized on one side of the body. 

•Sudden dimness or loss of 
vision, particularly in one eye. 

•Ujss of speech, or trouble 
talking or understanding speech. 

•Sudden severe headaches 
With no apparent cause. 

•Unexplained dizziness, 

unsteadiness or sudden falls, 
especially when combined with 
any of the previous symptoms. 

If experiencing one or more of 
the warning signs of brain attack, 
get medical help immediately.

During a 
brain attack, the brain Is starved 
for oxygen and brain cells begin 
to die within minutes. That is why 
immediate medical attention is 
crucial. 

"Most brain attacks are cause 
by blood clots," said Bufalino. 
"The rest arc caused by bleeding, 
or hemorrhage. Hemorrhagic 
strokes have a much higher fatal- 
ity rate than those caused by 
clots." In recent years, several 
groups have been formed to help 
survivors of stroke and their fam- 
ilies. The Stroke Connection, an 
AHA network of more than 960 
stroke clubs, is one example of 
groups which offer support, 
counseling and other services.

The letter was found in a box of assort- 
ed documents, sketches and books Bock's 
father and grandfather left for the succes- 
sor of their craft. Years later, that was to be 
Michael. 



When he was but a gleam in his father's 
eye, his dad Eugene and Grandfather 
Marion worked tirelessly, and creatively In 
a rumlrure shop they owned In Chicago. 

Back then, there were no Super Ks, or 
Walmarts. In those days, people who 
could afford It commissioned furniture 
makers to construct what they needed. 

Now it's all In the hands of a former 
food broker turned real estate agent Bock 
has had the interest of his forefathers since 
he was about 24 years old, and can be 
called a "third generation wood carver." 

Me belongs to the North Suburban 
Carving Qiib which is made up mostly of 
whittlcrs. Wood carving is not as common 
any more, says Bock. There Is a world of 
difference between the two. 

When Marion Bock came over from 
Poland In the 1890s he brought his talent 



with him. Grandpa Bock was B6 when he 
laid down his wood carving tools. 

After he passed away was when Bock 
really became interested in the craft, and 
he vowed to do the best Job he could to 
keep the memory of his grandfather alive. 

Bock Inherited flic carving knives and 
sharpening stones from his Grandfather, 
which he says he's "very fortunate to 
have." Also found In his grandfather's 
house were a number of "patterns" which 
Bock uses to this day to reproduce a vari- 
ety of mirror frames in designs of the very 
ornate French, English Gothic style, 
German, and even Federalist period. 

Bock has a plethora of Items he 
painstakingly made. 

Birds arc among some of Bocks 
favorite creatures to create. They arc often 
incorporated into frames for mirrors and 
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little shelves. A piece that could very well 
be his pride and joy, is an eagle atop an ivy 
covered perch. 

The 45-Inch diameter piece show rings 
that prove the wood Is between 350 and 
400 years old. 

Bock related he broke three jacks just 
trying to get the extremely heavy piece up 
on one end in his yard. 

The Idea to carve the truly royal beast 
came from a picture on the front of a 
Pillsbury flour can. 

While the massive eagle isn't quite fin- 
ished yet, Bock has displayed the work at a 
weekend woodcarving show at the 
Botanical Gardens in Chicago, and he also 
may have a buyer for the unique piece of 
art

old blue pick up truck, he has his eye out for one thing, 
and one thing only — wood. More than once, the carver 
has come upon some very unique pieces which he's taken 
home and turned into real beauties, 

On one occasion Dock was out cutting firewood for his 
wood burning stove, and noticed a piece which had most 
likely been stnick by lightening. A chunk fell out, and 
Inside was an unusual greenish hue that looked like it had 
been stained. 

Bock used this piece to carve another eagle, this one in 



the midst of taking off in flight, perhaps from a mountain 
top. 

An employee of Pro-Trim Wood works In ft la tine, Bock 
teaches dosses in wood carving. He predicts a renais- 
sance in America, in the form of old-time designs and 
ornamentation. 

Getting rid of the straight, cold lines of the mega- mod- 
ern times, will soon be gone, he says. He can sec it now 
even in newspaper ads, where lots of times scrolling is 
used to adorn pages.

Check home's safety during spring cleaning

1. Have your furnace, venllng sys- 
tems and chimney Inspected annually 
by a qualified contractor. The threat of 
carbon monoxide (CO) poisoning is a 
concern to homeowners. Colorless, 
odorless, tasteless and lethal, CO. a 
byproduct of Incomplete combustion! 
can make people sick, G r oggy and dis- 
oriented— and It can cause death. 
Annual maintenance of furnaces, 
other fuel-burntng appliances and 
venting systems Is Ihe first and best step 
loward protecting your famlty from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Preventive maintenance will keep your 
furnace running efficiently and lower 
fuel costs, too. 

2. Tune up your central air condi- 
tioning system each spring. Trying !o 
cool your homo with a dirty, out-of- 
tune air conditioner puts a strain on 
your equipment's operation and can 
be costly. When the outside compres- 
sor coils become clogged with dirt and 
leaves. It docroases the efficiency of 
your system. Electrical contacts can 
corrode, drawing more currant. And if 



tho unit Is low on Freon refrigerant, the 
compressor can overheat, making the 
whole system work much harder. 

3. Check applianco connectors for 
corrosion, Corrugated gas appliance 
connectors need periodic care. 
Detergent, cleaning solvent, ammonia 
and cooking grease can cause corro- 
sion. Corroded connectors need 
replacement. Use care moving your 
gas range to clean behind It. 

4. Avoid kitchen fires and Injuries. 
Fires are a common causo of Injuries In 
the kitchen. Never store things on top of 
your range or on a shelf over It— so you 
won't have to reach over burners to 
retrieve a needed port or spice. Turn 
pot handtes In so they don't stick out 
over the edges of your range. Serious 
burns are caused by children or adults 
knocking over a boiling pot of liquid.

7. Use appliances only for their 
Intended purpose. Never use your 
kitchen rango to heat your homo. Road 
your owner's manual for all 
appliances and follow Instructions care- 
fully. 

8. Avoid enclosed combustion. 
Improper combustion of coal, char- 
coal, gasoline, natural gas, propano, oil 
or wood can lead to CO poisoing. 
Never operate a car engine, lawn 
mower, snow blower or olher combus- 
tion appliance in a closed area, Dke a 
garage, even with the door open. 
Don't burn charcoal In your home, 
garage, work shed, recreational vehi- 



cle or other unventod area. 

9. Use a carbon monoxide (CO) 
detector only as a secondary Bno of 
defense against CO poisoning. CO 
detectors can be useful In detecting 
levels of carbon monoxide In the home, 
but the best action you can tako to 
protect your family from possible CO 
poisoning Is to have your healing and 
venting systems inspected annually by 
a qualified contractor. 

10. Know what to do If you smelt gas. 
A faint gas odor noar ac den appli- 
ance may mean a pilot needs rolght- 
Ing. 

If tho odor rs strong, open windows 
and doors, leave your homo Immedi- 
ately and can tho gas company or the 
fire department from a neighbor's 
home.

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Women find greatest benefit in networking with each other 



Fifty-three percent of women say 
they'd rather network with other 
women than with men, according to 
"Trends In Networking," a survey con- 
ducted by the National Assn. for 
Female Executives (NAFE). 

"Women are making contacts, de- 
veloping business and finding now jobs 
by networking with one another," says 
Wendy Re!d Crisp, NAFE's national direc- 
tor. "People used to talk about the otd 
boy's network, but It's the new women's 
network that's really worldr^g for us." 

Crisp will host a panel of networking 
experts, featuring one-time vice presi- 
dential candidate Geraldlne Ferraro, at 
a May 20 nationwide satellite confer- 
ence called "Building Bridges: How to 
Build a Powerful Network. How to Find a 
Mentor. How to Be One." 

"The satellite conferences are Inspir- 
ing and productive," says Crisp, "and 
an excellent way for women to network 
with other women In their own city." 

Indeed, while It may seem that a 
nationwide conference downlinked to 
37 cities wouldn't be a likely environ- 
ment In which to meet other women 
and gain many of the benefits of net- 
working. Just the opposite Is the case. 
The $59 rate for a half-day conference 
represents a savings of hundrods of dol- 
lars over an out-of-town convention, 
and the contacts that aro mado can 
really roap rosults. since thoy'ro Just city 
blocks, and not miles, away. 

"And this time, the conference Is 
about a subject near and doar to our 
hoarts," says Crisp, whose orgartzatton 
has more than 200 chaptore, or net- 
works, around the country and, with 
250,000 mombors. Is the largest busi- 
nesswomen's organization. According 
to the "Trends In Networking" survey, 
nearly three out of four women potted 
said tho existence of businesswomen's 
networks "was Important to their 
careers." 
How networking began 

Maybe it had Its roofs In the con- 
sciousness-raising groups of the "60s or 



as a result of women's mass migration 
Into Ine work force, but however net- 
working started, It soon became a Way 
for women to bond together and get 
ahead. 

A woman who was the onty female In 
her office or business could end her Iso- 
lation and validate 
her career by join- 
ing an organization 
catering to working 
women. Today, 
according to the 
survey, 45 percent 
of the women 
polled belonged to 
two or three 
women's networks, 
trade associations 
or women's groups, 
and 39 percent 
attend one to five 
meetings a month. 
Becoming a savvy 
notworker 

The greatest 
obstacle to not- 
working seems to 
bo breaking the Ico. 
When asked what 
they didn't feel confident about when It 
came to networking skills, the greatest 
number of women cited finding "It hard 
to connect with new people." 

Susan RoAno, author of "The Secrets 
of Savvy Networking: How to Work a 
Room* and a speaker at the upcoming 
NAFE satellite conference, admits that 
there aro roadblocks that keep people 
from making now contocts. "But you 
have to overcome those, and that's 
what I share with women, tho strategies 
necessary to learn how to connect with 
pooplo and, ultimately, how to meet 
the peopto you need to moot to help 
your career." 

Last fall, Patricia Mazza, an assistant 
trader on Wall Street for more than 
soven years, was laid oft. An acquain- 
tance suggested she spend an hour a 
day networking. "But I had no Idea how

She attended a NAFE networking 
event, where someone suggested she 
find a copy of " Congratulations!

turns out, liked 
Mazza "s manner 
and offered to hire 
her on a part-time 
basis. One of the 
assignments led to 
a restaurateur who 
found Mazza so pro- 
fessional that he 
asked her to help 
him promote tho 
restaurant, despite 
her lack of market- 
ing experience.

There's no doubt that networklixj 
takes time and energy, but Intetlgent 
networking assures that the hours spent 
meeting and greeting are efficient and 
productive. 

"If you're Intimidated when you're In 
a crowd, there are very spociflc things 
you can do to remove tho psychologi- 
cal barriers that prevent you from being 
offectrve," says Terrl MandeB, autfvx of 
"Power SchmoozJng." another speaker 
at the conference on May 20. 

"When you've eliminated tho things 
that koep you on tho periphery and 
tentative about jumping into tho group, 
then you can network proacltvoly, and 
you'ro no longer wasting time and 
energy at a notworklng ovont." says 
Mandell.

As nature runs Its course, many 
lawns become thin, ugfy and choked 
with weeds. When routine mainte- 
nance no longer provides a healthy, 
good-looking lawa It might be time for 
a fresh start. 

A renovation might be the only sure 
way to rebuld a strong, attractive lawn, 
and tt Is a relatively tow-cost Investment 
that can more than pay for Itself In a 
short time. 

Consider the benefits: 

• A healthy lawn that stands up to 
wear and has greater aesthetic value 
to the homeowner. 

• Homos with great-looking lawns 
soil for more, This begins wllh what 
Realtors call 'curb appeal." 
Prospective buyers wll stop for a look at 
a home with a good lawa while sJckty, 
patchy grass prompts buyers to drtve 
on to the next home on the market. 

• The cost of lawn renovations ts 
considered homo maintenance and In 
many casos might be a tax advontoge 



when the home Is sold. 

A renovation begins by determining 
what's allng the grass. The possibilities 
are many and common. 

A so-called "hard pen" a layer of 
compressed soil too solid to allow prop- 
er root growth, could be the culprit. Or 
the sol might have become too acidic 
or too alkaline over time. An Irrigation 
problem might be to blame, or too 
much shade. Perhaps the wrong type 
of grass for the location was planted in 
the first place, or smal but destructrve 
bugs could be waging a turf was on the 
property. 

Rndhg the source of the lawn prob- 
lem doesn't have to be costly. Sol sam- 
ples and a clump of grass can be taken 
to the turf specialist at the nearest 
Cooperative Extension Service office. 
The specialist can Identify the species 
of grass and whether It's right for the 
local climate.

Alter a herbicide is used, 
the contractor can seed grass through 
the dead lawn or easly remove it to get 
to bare ground. Ask the contractor to 



explain the pros and cons of each 
method: Also ask about the advan- 
tages and disadvantage of seealng or 
using sod. and about the company's 
polcy on return visits for touch-up work. 
A professional contractor can be 
retained to care for the new lawn. If 
you're going to handlo the mainte- 
nance yourself, be sure the contractor 
provides guideines for watering and 
mowing.

Clinton restores private health deduction 

On Anril 11. Pr^Mmf nin» nn i .*vi _. . 



On April 11, President Clinton 
signed the Self- Employed Health 
Insurance Act, restoring and mak- 
ing permanent the tax deduction for 
part of the cost of health insurance 
for self-employed Individuals, part- 
ners and more than 2 percent S-cor- 
poratlon shareholders. The deduc- 
tion had expired on Dec 31, 1993. 

The law restores the 25 percent 
deduction for 1994 and increases it 
to 30 percent cf health Insurance 
costs starting In 1995. It Is estimated 
that some 3.2 million taxpayers are eligible to 
claim the deduction for 1994. 

The deduction Is limited to the net earn- 
ings from self-employment and Is not allowed 
for any month that the self-employed individ- 
ual or the spouse is eligible to participate in a 
subsidized health plan maintained by an 
employer. 

The cost of restoring the deduction is to be 
financed by ending the tax-favored treatment 




of certain sales of broadcast facili- 
ties to minorities and Imposing an 
unearned income limit of $2,350 
annually on beneficiaries of the 
earned income tax credit 

Though restoring the credit was 
generally popular, the bill created 
some controversy because It protect- 
ed a tax break for media magnate 
Rupert Murdoch, and it failed to 
dose a loophole under which the 
wealthy can avoid paying US. taxes 
by renouncing their citizenship. 
The IRS has issued guidance for those enti- 
tled to the deduction on their 1994 tax 
returns. Taxpayers who filed their returns 
before April 11 and did not claim the deduc- 
tion should file an amended return (Form 
1040X). Taxpayers who filed their 1994 returns 
before April 11 and claimed the deduction 
and who received a notice from the IRS disal- 
lowing the deduction may respond to the 
notice by writing *S.E Health Insurance" on 



the notice and returning It to the IRS. Those 
who received a disallowance notice and \vho 
have already agreed to a reduced refund or 
have paid an additional assessment, should 
flic a Form 1040X and reclaim the deduction.
